The naming of outgoing County At- 


torney Russell B. Brown as special 
prosecutor for the case hinged today 
solely on Mr. Brown's acceptance of 
the post. District Court Judge Thomas 
Champion in his first statement to the 
press today declared he would name 
Brown as special prosecutor It the lat- 
ter was willing to continue handling 
the case. 


Judge Champion also told the Inter- 


national News service he believed any 
move on the part of the attorney gen- 
eral to assume prosecution of the case 
•would be not only a violation of ethics 
but likewise a possible violation of the 
law.

"I don't believe the report that the 


governor directed the attorney general 
to prepare to prosecute the case is 
true," said the judge. "If it Is I don't 
think the action is legal." 


Judge Champion added he would 


name an Ardmore attorney to conduct 
the case in event Prosecutor Brown 
wished to drop it when his term ex- 
pired at the end of the year. He also 
announced the trial will open about 
January 24. 


Efforts of the array of legal talent 


representing the defense to win Mrs. 
Hamon's immediate release on a writ 
of habeas corpus were revealed today. 
Prosecutor Brown will fight every ef- 
fort to win the girl's freedom prior to 
her trial.
